POWERS ARE NERVOUS 

EUROPEAN SITUATION CREATES 

■4 A NERVOU8 TENSION 

A Congratulatory Telegram la Sent by 

Czar of Ruaala to Servla on Succeaa 

of War—Taken aa a Warning to 

Oormany and Auatrla by the Triple 

Ententa. 

London.—In tba present nervous 
tension resulting in the general Euro¬ 
pean situation,' extreme importance at¬ 
taches to a telegram which, the Czar 
of Russia.sunt to King Peter o£ Servia 
congratulating him that the Servian 
armies had been successful in Mace¬ 
donia without the need of invoking 
assistance from the outside. No In¬ 
formation has come dfi to* the effect 
which this telegram, which was only 
made public at a late hour, has created 
in Vienna, but it may reasonably be 
surmised, that it will be regarded as a 
most unpleasant and alarming demon¬ 
stration. One has only to remember 
that but for German threats Russia 
would have mobilized against Austria 
when the latter executed her Bosnia ! 
Herzegovina coup. 

Servla's territorial ambitions, now 
almost openly* avowed are chief dan¬ 
ger points in the relation ST" the great ' 
power. Austria will not tolerate 
a change In the status quo; Russia, j 
by the Czar'u telegram congratulating 
the Servians, practically approves and 
commends them. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Dally Mai] 
clearly states the Austrian position. 
The overwhelming success of the 
Bulgarian and Servian armies is not 
regarded as sufficient warrant for mod¬ 
ifying the determination of Austria 
to maintain the status quo. Should 
it become evident, however, that the 
status quo can not longer be upheld, 
everything will depend on the attitude 
of Servla toward her Austrla-Hun- 
garlan neighbor. This statement 
was furnished the correspondent on 
unimpeachable authority regarding 
the attitude of the dugl monarchy to¬ 
ward he new situation created by the 
collapse of the Turkish army... 

A message from Berlin says that 
while the German government has, of 
course, been very careful to refrain 
from any'official provocative utterance 
concerning he Balkan situation, In¬ 
dividually German artillery men snif¬ 
fed openly, at the, suggestion In Lon¬ 
don despatca“S that no better combin¬ 
ation of clrciu stances could ariss in 
fnur of the trial* entente of Eng.aai. 
Kroner and 1 ussla to embark in •> a. 
v.-iih Germany at a moment when Aus 
Irhi yould not be able to offer Uv 
ni*t:,v" iihyis-ils.ance. 

Th- sin r.t'or, as exactly the samv 
a f w v a i s »go, it was pointed >,i' 
wh*i: A'lair a Uized the provinces if 
Bosnia i.'iil Herzegovina from Turkey 
Russia threatened to Interfere, and 
Germany was^expected to come to 
Austria’s assistance. England and 
France intimated that if Germany 
undertook to act, tbpy would attack 
the Fatherland. Germany did 
mass troops on the Russian frontier 
and warn the* Czar against interven¬ 
tion. whereupon England and France 
quickly subsided, and the Czar desert¬ 
ed by his allies, was compelled to 
hold his hand. This, said the Teu¬ 
tonic authorities, is what undoubted¬ 
ly will happen again if the same situa¬ 
tion arises, despite the Czar’s telegram 
of congratulation to King Peter of 
Bervla on his Balkan victories, it 
was agreed that tho.Nicholas message 
possibly wai intended as a warning 
to Austria *o keep out. but the Ger¬ 
mans did not regard it as a warning 
which need cause them serious alarm. 

CHOLERA DESTROYING HOGS 

Objecting to Killing One Animal 

When it Sickens, Farmers Lose 
Heavily 

Moose Jaw.—An outbreak of hog 
cholera would appear to have broken 
out in the province, especially in this 
district. Although it has been given 
other names, it seems certain that in 
many oarts "he sickness which has 
ravage's the herds, is none other than 
the decimlnating cholera itself. The 
authorities at Regina have been In¬ 
formed from several pieces. An 
Inspector has been sent out but be¬ 
fore his arrival in the affected terri¬ 
tory, It has been too late to do any¬ 
thing. It “cents that the farmers 
have grudged killing sickened animals 
with the result that whole herds have 
died off. 

It is reported that some cases have 
been located in Saskatoon and many 
other places, but that the farmers 
refuse to admit that the mortality is 
due to cholera. Word has been re¬ 
ceived here, however that where the 
disease has been most prevalent It has 
been successfully dtagonlsed as hog 
cholera by the authorities. 

DRINKING CUP ABOLISHED 

From Every Railway and Vessel In 
the United States 

'Washington, D.C. — Secretary of 
the Treasury MaeVeagh with one 
•woop has abolished the time hon¬ 
ored public drinking cup from rail¬ 
road cars, vessels and other convey¬ 
ances operated In inter-state traffic, 
and from depots and waiting rooms of 
common carriers. This sweeping 
order against any drinking cup. glass, 
or vessel for common use, effective 
Immediately, is In the Interest of the 
aatlon's health and Is a direct result 
of an JnvesMgatlon by the United 
States public health service, a branch 
of the Treasury Department, which 
holds the drinking cup to be a menace 
aa a carrier of disease. A drinking 
enp.

of bacteria from disease-infected per¬ 
sons . |

Ta.aing Intervention 

Rome.—A diplomatic representative 
of one of the Balkan states, a man 
noted for his statesmanlike qualities, 
was asked bv a correspondent whether 
he thought intervention by the powers 
is at hand, and what welcome the in¬ 
tervention is likely to receive from 
the allies. 

The chancellories of Europe have 
been discussing that question for the 
last two months, he replied, but I don’t 
think they are likely to come to an 
agreement before the Bulgarian army 
is under the walls of Constantinople. 
The Bulgarians will not enter Con¬ 
stantinople. The allies do not wish 
to add to the questions arising out 
of the war the very difficult problem 
of the Khalwifate and the Dardan¬ 
elles. If when this point is reached 
European offers mediation we shall 
beg her to allow us to settle with the 
Turk alone 

The children of the Berlin treaty 
have grown up and won by their blood 
the right to dispense with parental 
guidance. They know how to be dis¬ 
creet. If the powers reallv want to 
put an end *n the war, they have only 
to compel the Port to proclaim auton¬ 
omy for Macedonia 

WILL KNOW EXACT TIME 

Irv Europe and America When Wire¬ 
less is Established 

Paris.—The exact time at a given 
moment, in America and Europe, will 
be established shortly by wireless 
telegraphy. About the middle of 
November 't will he possible for the 
first time to establish with precision 
the longtitudea of America and Europe 
In tlfelr relation to each other by the 
exchange of wireless signals between 
the great, station at Arlington, Va., 
and the Eiffel Tower in Paris and 
other European stations. 

Commandei Hough at the Interna¬ 
tional Time Conference here declared 
(hat the observatory In Washington 
was now distributing the time with 
errors of only orie-ihousandth part of 
a segofid. Hitherto European and 
American time has been distributed 
by cable, allowances being made for 
loss of time in transmission, and the 
time has be*n re-adjusted only three 
times—in 1866, 1870. and 1872. 

Getting Rich Through Mailt 
Ottawa.—Posftnasler General Hitch¬ 
cock, of the United Stays and Hon. 
L. P Pelletier are uniting in a cru¬ 
sade against mall order sharks who 
are using the mails of both countries 
for fraudulent purposes. Get rich 
quick men are according to the post 
office authorities. Increasing In Canada 
at a disturbing rate, many of those 
who have been driven out of New 
York, Chicago and other American 
cities, having turned their attention 
to Canada as a particularly rich terri¬ 
tory for their line of endeavor. The 
matter has been taken up Jointly by 
the beads of . the post offices of the 
two countries, 'the American authori¬ 
ties are gladly co-operating in the 
effort to protect citizens of the Domin¬ 
ion from these fraudulent concerns.

Polish Feeling Awakens 
London.—A despatch to the Daily 
Mai) says: 

For the first time since Napoleon's 
invasion of Russia a hundred years 
ago the Wh.te Eagle of Poland Is 
raising Its head and looking to the 
threatened conflict between Austria 
and Russia to free the Polish nation 
from the ha'ed Russian yoke. 

While the eyes of Europe are rivet¬ 
ed on the battlefields of .Thrace and 
Mace-doDia'. a great national movement 
Is spreading in Poland. " It seems to 
unite all the Poles In common action 
for the possible outbreak of hostili¬ 
ties between Russia nnd Austria. TWe 
Polish nation numbers twenty-five 
million, of liom twelve million are 
Russian subjects, and over six million 
Austrian subjects. There are two 
million Poles in America. 

The information upon which the 
correspondent bases the foregoing Is 
somewhat slim, being to the effect that 
meetings ar-‘ taking place all over 
Galicia with a view to removing the 
political differences existing between 
the different parting in Poland and be¬ 
tween tile PoleR and RiTsslans.

August 7 tb five years in prison for 
incendiarism. Is out on license. After 
her release again todav she declared 
that no matter how often she was ar¬ 
rested and nunlslied she would not re¬ 
port herself to the police.

immigrants, while no less than 45,- 
623 left the colony, thus showing, a 
net gain in the immigration of only 
49,969 during the period stated. Of 
the total Arrivals 83,640 were British, 
the balance being composed of Ger¬ 
mans. Italians, Russians, Greeks, 
Daneg and a limited number Of- Asia¬ 
tics and coloied people. The activity 
of some of the Australian states in 
sending capable officers to Great Brit¬ 
ain and the extensive circulation of 
the immigration literature, are In the 
main, responsible for the increased 
figures. All the-third class accom¬ 
modations on the principal lines of 
steamers leaving London for the Aus¬ 
tralian ports have been booked for 
| several months ahead. -■ 

It is estimated that the .present 
year will constitute a record as re-’ 
gards the number of immigrants land¬ 
ing in the commonwealth.

THE M ARKET REPORT 

Weekly Grain Latter Supplied by 
Thompaon, Bone A Co-, Grain Mer¬ 
chants, Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, Oct., 23rd, 1912.—The 

world's wheat market during the past, 
week has been fluttering between the 
fear of the Influence to advance prices 
on the part of poeelble developments 
In the European war, aqd the Tact 
that abundance of wheat and other 
grain has been produced this year in 
Europe and North America, and the 
prospect that the next wheat crop In. 
India and In the wheat growing coun-' 
tries of the southern hemisphere may 
also turn out large yields For some 
days after the dote of our last weekly 
review, there was a generally easier 
feeling in all wheat markets, hnd' the 
strong mark.-t aud sharp advance that 
took place from the 9th to the 14th 
inst., with its subsequent sharp re¬ 
action, was nearly passing out of 
mind. Yeeterdn.v and today, however 
H renewal of the war scare sentiment 
has occurred and given prices another 
boost, and from the close of American 
and Canadian markets on Monday un¬ 
til the close of today price* show ad¬ 
vances of 1V4 to 2c. per bushel, and 
roughly they arc 1c. higher than they 
closed this day week. Naturally in 
the present situation of things there 
must be thousands of merchants, mill¬ 
er* and bakers, who desire to Increase 
their holdings of the different groins 


and grain products they deal in. Such 
buyers Ore usually looking for a de¬ 
cline in prices before coming into the 
market to buy more than they need 
for immediate requirements, and this 
season many of them have doubtless 
held off, knowing that large crops had 
been raised and must come on fbb 
market aooner or later.* The unfav- 
i orable weather in both Europe and 
j America during August aud September 
■ made great delay In the movement, 
aud In the meantime the political sit¬ 
uation in Europe broke down, taking 
moat people unaware. It ta scarcely 
more thaji two Weeks since this hap¬ 
pened, but the feeling of apprehen¬ 
sion- has been aroused, nnd It wljl 
probably wax and wane as the. chang¬ 
ing developments of the war situation 
I «re announced. in the meantime 
I there has sprung up h largely increas¬ 
ed’demand for actual wheat by the 
legitimate trade and - along with It 
Increased speculative buying, and 
covering of contracts by shorts In the 
speculative markets, nil tendiug to ad¬ 
vance prices at present, but it will be 
well to remember that in spite of the 
war the production of graiq and feed 
fctuffs in the northern, hemisphere 
this year has been unusually large in 
the aggregate, and provides a surplus 
above the year's requirements. -There¬ 
fore. while we may see a more or less 
considerable advance in prices 
through sentiment caused by the war. 
or which is more likely a series of ad¬ 
vances and declines as the war pro- 
greases, prices will In time come hack 
to their commercial level as governed 
by , supply and demand for consump¬ 
tion, and the evidence is that for some, 
time to come the supply will be large 
and liberal. The movement of the 
crops has been delayed but in the 
United States and western Canada at 
least It is now In full swing. Visible 
supplies are Increasing, but the ship¬ 
ping and export trade being bo large 
the accumulation In storage centres is 
not so large as might be expected from 
• the size of the movement. The prim¬ 
ary movement in the United States 
since July 1st to date has been 137,- 
073,000 bus. of wheat against 92.793.- 
000 bus. in same period last year, an 
increase this year of 44,280.000 bus. 
and yet the U S. visible supply is 
only 38,688 000 bus. against 61,815.- 
000 bus. a year ago. Increuse of ex¬ 
ports of wheat and flour to Europe 
and the filling-to-some extent of de-, 
pleled stocks in the domestic trade, ac¬ 
counts for this great absorption of the 
primary movement hs compared,with 
a year ago. Last week the inen ase 
in the U.S. visible supply was 2.251.- 
000 bushels compared with an In¬ 
crease of 1,534,000 bus. a year ago. 
Our Canadian visible supply increased 
2,224,000 bus. for the week compared 
to an increase pf 483,000 bus. last year 
and*It now stands at 11.428.000 bug. 
against 7,430,000 bus. a year ago. 
The European visible increased 3.486.- 
000 against an increase of 1,200,000’ 
bus. a year ago, and Is now 81:660,000 
bus. against 84.928,000 bus a year ago.* 
The world's visible supply, according 
to Bradstreets, mode last week the 
large increase of 11.284.1X10 bus. 
against an increase of 5.855.000 bus. 
a year ago. and stands now at .154.- 
342,000 bus. against 175,643,000 bug. 
a ypar ago. The pullook for grow¬ 
ing wheat crops and the seeding of 
1 new winter wheat crops in Ihe various 
I countries Is good. In the Argentine 
' and .Australia the crops to be harvest¬ 
ed in December and January are mak¬ 
ing good progress under favorable 
coudlrtonB. The mopth of November 
Is liable to be a critical moijth on the 
crops in these countries as they are 
apt to. rufi Into drouth but so far the 
prospect is satisfactory. This week 
the International Agricultural insth 
tute at Romo Issued its estimates of 
the yield of the .crops in the northern 
I hemisphere for 1912 with comparison 
with 1911 as follows, in bushels, viz:

I The pantrec at Buckingham Palace 
consist of tnree large rooniB on the 
ground Boot, opposite the kitchens, 

: In one is kept the silver in daily use, 

| in another the china, and in the third 
the glassware ts stored. 

The three pantries are In charge of j 
an official kn wn as the pantry butler, 
i who has five assistants, termed yeo¬ 
men . 1 ' - ' » 

The duty u the pantry butler is to 
give out th • silver, china and glass 
required dai’v for the roysl tables and 
■for afternqol tea; the pantry butler 
Jt as also to tee that All he' ^jtwes out 
Is returned to him after each meal. 

* The silver pantry is.bned with ma- 
| hogany glass framed cases, containing 
I thousands of pounds' worth of silver 
plate. In one cose there are two 
silver dinner services, containing sev¬ 
eral thousands pieces of plate. There 
are six hundred plates of various sizes 
several hundred silver dishes, hun¬ 
dreds of silver spoons and forks, and 
a most valuable collection of old silver 
drinking mugs. Two of the latter 
were in the possession of Queen Eli-' 
zabeth and . r re reputed to be worth 
$60,000.' 

la another case are four silver tea 
services, one of which was a gift to 
1 Queen Mary from the German empress 
i tfnd IW generally used at afternoon tea. 
which la served. In the queen's private 
boudoir. 

Overnight the pantry butler makes 
gift'the list of sliver, china and glass 
that will be required in the royal din¬ 
ing room for breakfast, luncheon and 
dinner the following day, and his as¬ 
sistants put out on the tables in each 
pantry the required articles of table 
service which are taken to the^ kitch¬ 
en and dining room after being in¬ 
spected by the pantry butler. 

The bulk f the royal plate Is kept 
at Buckingham Palace, so when the 
court moves, a'large quantity of It has 
to be taken to Windsor, Balmoral, or 
wherever the!' majesties may gO. 

The pantry butler Is responsible for 
the packing of the plate, and It is al¬ 
ways conveyed from one royal resi¬ 
dence to another In his charge. The 
plate Is packed In steel lined boxes 
made of oak, with Iron bands. In 
the center of the cover of eaqh are 
the letters ‘G.R,." (surmounted Dy j 
crown. No china or glass has to be 
moved from Buckingham Palace, as 
a very large quantity of china or glass 
Is kept in stock at all the royal resi¬ 
dence®. 

The pant.-y butler Is absolutely lord 
of his pantries, and none of the serv¬ 
ants, with the exception of the pantry 
yeomen, is allowed to enter., them 
without the lutler’s permission. 

All the glassware used at the royal 
residence is of modern make, most of 
which now in use being purchased by 
the late king.
